By the year 2000 railways and ntdf

Cannon Material. 


Cannon for use in warfare appear to 


have been made of many substances 
which would appear very unsuitable 
to our modern ideas. 
It must, how- 


ever, be remembered that In the early 
days of artillery powder was very 
coarse aiidslow-buming, and the range 
was very small. The vtrenr and tear, 
therefore, on the bore of the gun was 
ns nothing comparer! to what It is now. 
For instance, Iho Swedes In the tlmi* 
of Gustavus Adolphus used cannon of 
leather, and In 1(10!) similar weapons 
were made in Scotland under the direc- 
tions of Sir Alexander Hamilton, wlia 
had seen service in Sweden, f.innon 
ha ve also been made of wood and stone 
sometimes lined with a bore of metal 
and sometimes not. Cannon made of 
almost pure golrl have 'been found In 
India. 
It is said that when Cortex 


left Mexico the Mexicans tried to Imi- 
tate his cannon Iu terra-cotta. Krupp 
has been credited Avith ail experiment 
in paper guns, that Is to say, fielil 
pieces of small calibre, composed of a 
metal core surrounded by compressed 
paper pulp. 
Such guns would, of 


course, be very much lighter, anil 
would be much easier to carry about 
than metal guns. Of puns not used ia 
warfare the most curious were thosu 
used to fire salutes at a winter fete In 
St. Petersburg in 1740. when sit 
guns were mode of ico. 
It is said 


they had on effective range of GO yards, 
and they all withstood the test of firing 
without bursting.

particularly elated over the fact that 
during all of the febtl\itlen which were 
witneMud by at leatt 2,000,000 visitors, 
there were no accident K of a startling 
nature, and not a single life was lost 
to mar the pleasure of the occasion. 
Nearly all ol the visitors have return- 
ed to their homes and 
I ho city has 


again laken on its e\eryday appearance 
ol' a hustling centre of busmen acti- 
vity. The work of removing the deco- 
rations, tearing down stands, etc., has 
commenced, and 
within 
forty-eight 


hours New York will look practically 
the same as she always does when not 
dressed up In holiday attire. Admiral 
Dewey, whose courage and bravery 
Wore so manfully demonstrated In the 
"litlle unpleasantness" between llie 
Spanish and American fleets in Manila 
Bay, has also dumostrated the 
fact 


that he is a tender hearted man as 
well. The attention shown him and 
the kind and patriotic words showered 
upon him by city and state official*, re-

Miles I'rulses the Kecrjitloiu 


In an interview after the reception 


was brought to a close, Major-General 
Nelson A. Miles said: 


"If was the grandest thing 1 have 


ever seen. Certainly it surpassed any- 
thing In the way of n reception to a 
man of the people in the history of 
this country. It was magnificent, and 
New York has more than ieuson to feel 
proud. 


"I attended the Queen's Jubilee in 


London, and have no hesitancy in say- 
Ing that as a spectacle our pauule was 
far superior. There may have been 
more spectators in London—on that 
point T cannot speak nulhoritivel.v—-but 
in point of impressiveues.s and enthusl- 
a*in the occasion could not stand <om- 
parlson with ours.

paraded in his honor, besides ten or 
twelve thousand of unorgimzed citi- 
zens. 
The journey here from New 


York was one continuous ovation. As 
the train approached the District of 
Columbia the reception committee 
boarded the tram. John Addison Por- 
ter, serretary to the president, extended 
President 
McKmley's greeting, 
to 


which the admiral returned bis thanks 
very briefly. To the chairman of the 
reception committee Admiral Dewey 
said: "I want to thank you \ery much 
my friends for tbis testimonial of your 
regards. It is true that as long as I 
live, and I hope to live a long time, I 
intend to live in Washington. I thank 
you again for this expression." Upon 
the arrival of the train in Washington, 
the parade was headed by Troop H, 
Third U. S. cavalry, and 
Admira 


Dewey was escorted to the executive 
mansion. Sccietary Long grasped hi 
hand and said: "Admiral, I welcome 
you home. This is the navy depart- 
ment for the moment, and your asso- 
ciates of the navy department are us- 
embied here to give you a hearty 
greeting." Admiral Dewey responded. 
'Thank you! Thank you!"

Sentence Is Approved by President 
. McKluley—Carter to be Taken to 


Fort Leavenwurtii, Kunsas—Noth- 
ing But m Pardon Can Save Him 
From Serving Full Time. 


AVaslilngton, Oct. 2.—The case of 


Capt. Oberlin M. Carter of the En- 
gineer Corps of the Army, convicted ill 
April, IJs'.W, of conspiring to defraud 
the United States Government, hi* 
been finally disposed of by the Presi- 
dent, aud orders have been issued di- 
recting the execution of the sentence 
of the court-martial. This finally ends 
tbe case and nothing but a pardon can 
save Captain Carter from serving out 
the sentence imposed. The President's 
approval of tbe finding of the court 
that covlcttKl Capt. Carter has met 
with general approval in army circles. 
It Is accepted as u clear vindication of 
the military court of which Mujor-Geii. 
ISlwill ,S. Otis was chairman. It was, 
however, totally unexpected by the 
friend* aud counsel of Capt. Carter, 
who, 
after the argument of 
AVayne 


Mac\uugh before the Attorney-General 
on Wednesday, fully expected that a 
trial before a civil court would be 
granted Capt. Carter. 


Tbe case of Capt. Carter was of more 


than usual interest to the officers of 
the army, Capt. Carter was for a long 
time a general favorite among the of- 
ficers of tbe Engineer Corps. It was 
more than a surprise to his fellow of- 
ficers when It was charged against him 
that he bad conspired with contractors 
to defraud the Government in the con- 
tracts for tbe improvement of the har- 
bor nt Savannah. Gen. John M. Wil- 
son, Chief of tlie Engineer Corps, was 
thuilerstruck when Cnpt. Gillette, who 
had been sent to Savannah to relieve 
('apt. Carter, requested permission to 
come to Washington to lay before the 
Chief of Engineers a statement regard- 
ing the contracts entered into by Capt. 
Carter. The latter hud the Implicit con- 
fdence of the War Department, but 
Gen. 
Wilson 
immediately directed 


Capt. Gillette to proceed to Washing- 
Ion. 
Then followed charges of irregu- 


larities, which resulted In the arrest 
of Capt. Carter aud his trial by a mili- 
tary court, which, after a four months' 
hearing, agreed upon a verdict of 
"guilty" and sentenced Capt. Carter to 
lie dismissed from the, service of the 
United States, to pay a line of $5,1100. 
to be confined at hard labor for a 
period of live years, and to have the 
disgrace made more ignominious by 
tlie publication of the courts' findings 
in a newspaper or newspapers where 
Capt. Carter was known. It is this 
sentence which President McKinley 
approved 
and 
the arrest of Capl. 


furler In New York followed. 


The President's approval of the find- 


inns of the court-martial boars date of 
Sept. L'{>. The War Department in an- 
nouncing the order for Carter's dis- 
inihsal and imprisonment made public 
for the first time the text of the sen- 
tence imposed by the oourt-mnrtial 
Secretary Uoot's action on the findings 
of the court-martial was made- public 
also.

The leather man *ras busy hoisting 


juudles of leather up from the cellar by 
meant! of a pulley rope, weighing it uud 
loading, it on the cart which stood at 
the door ready to carry the load to the 
shoe manufacturers. He looked up, 
10 \v ever, at a question and paused to 
wipe the perspiration from his brow. 


"Tell you about leather? Well, that's 


a long story. You Bee, there arc fifty 
different kiuds of leather if there is 
one, and the processes through which 
the hides 
go between the 
time they 


leave the stock yard* and the time when 
the shoe man gets them are many and 
varied. There are steer hides, calf 
skins, goat skins and others, which are 
prepared each in one certain way. 


''The green skins come from the great 


slock yards in Chicago and Kansas City 
to the tannery, which Is generally built 
on the bank of a pure stream and near 
woodland. At the tannery the hides are 
at once placed in great vats filled with 
fresh cold water, and left there to soak 
for two or thrfce days. The water tends 
to soften them. Then the skins are put 
in a long trough and run through a 
sort of slide, while heavy hammers 
pound them to a greater softness and 
pliability. Water is played on them in 
a steady stream. When the work in 
the trough is finished the hides are 
placed back in the vats, and they soak 
there a little more, for a clay or so. The 
next move is to keep them four or five 
days in the sweat pits. 


"After the turn in the sweat pits the 


hides are ready for scraping, it takes 
a trained tanner to know just how long 
to keep theni in the sweat pits. When 
the 
thing is done 
right 
the bides 


should be just about at the point of de- 
composition before they are taken out. 
Then bare-armed men stand ready with 
long, sharp knives, which they work 
over the skins with both hands, remov- 
ing all the hair and the small particles 
of flesh so that there is not a shread 
of 
it left. Each skin is gone 
over 


thoroughly and tos&ed into still another 
vat filled with a liquid in which there 
are small strips of hemlock bark. The 
hemlock bark has a hardening tendency 
on the skins. In some cases acids are 
used in addition to the bark. 


"Tanners have an instrument they 


call a barkometer with which they test 
the strength of the liquid. It would not 
do to have it too strong or the skins 
would be burned. So they are generally 
put first into a weak solution. The 
bark juice, or whatever you want to 
call 
it, permeates the skin 
through 


every pore. The next process is that of 
drying. Then the dry hide 
is 
rolled 


and a coating of fish oil spread over it 
to give it the peculiar gloss which you 
notice in leather. 
The skins are next 


stoied in a loft for two or three days 
and afterwards shipped to the leather 
sellers in New York and other cities. 
We have nothing to do here but weigh 
them and send them off to the shpemen. 
That is the way that soleleather is pre- 
pared." — N. Y. Sun. 


MAHOGANY IS PLENTIFUL.

hardly procurable wood it was in our 
grandparents' days, 
when a table or 


fhfst mude from It was an unuiistaka- 
ble Indication of urogpfrlty and gentil- 
ity. 
Now ic is used in railroad cjra, 


In the nuish of private houses, hotels, 
and for other purposes foinuerly un- 
dreamed of. 


A steamer in tbe'service of a large 


importing house brings in over 1,000,000 
feet of mahogany lumber on u single 
trip. Where 1,000 feet of lumber were 
brought to this country on slow sailing 
vessels twenty-five years ago. 1,000,000 
feet are brought on rapid steamers now. 
The character of the wood has changed, 
however. The best mahogany carne 
from Cuba and San Domingo, but all 
the mahogany near the roads and wat- 
er-ways was uafcd. There is still plenty 
of mahogany in Cuba, but it is too djfft 
fioult and expensive to obtain. The rai'- 
hogany of San Domingo and Cuba was 
superior in hardness, in the beauty of 
its grain and in Its susceptibility 
to 


high polish. Next in qujlity 
is 
the 


Njcaraguan wood, which is imported in- 
large quantities. The American firm 
which has the solo control of the wood 
on the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua is 
under contract to plant two trees for 
every one cut down, and these, it is es- 
timated, will be ready for the market 
in fifty years. 


Africa has millions of acres of ma~ 


hogany, which 
is just 
beginning to 


come into the market, but it is not as 
good in quality as the Nicaragua wood. 
—N. Y. Press.
